Working with groups of four bobbins the artist 
throws the threads over each other in a pattern to 
create single and double knots. As knots are made

This particular type of hay, im- 
ported from Belgium, must be used because it is 
very stiff and durable. 

Pure linen thread, also imported from Belgium 
is used in the making of the lace. The flax used in 

! che thread is of pure, excellent quality. Belgian fac- 

torics are no longer making flax into thread be- 

cause there is little need for it. 


Waiching Lisa throw 
her bobbins, she works with 16 when making a 
handkerchief, it is amazing to see what looks like a 
fit of anger produce a work of art.
